Pioneer Dies 
on Eve of 
Retirement 


Letters from two Sierra Madre 
I boys, brothers, toting guns for 
their country in widely separated 
areas of the world, were delivered 
in Sierra Madre Monday. One 
was from Lawrence Nault, T/3, 
with a tank corps in Italy. The 
other was from Pfc. Leonard 
Nault, stationed in Iceland. Both 
were addressed to P. L. Bone- 
brake who correseponds with the 
boys regularly, as well as with 
many other young Sierra Mad- 
reans in the camps and on the 
battle fronts. Lawrence tells of 
his contacts with other Sierra 
Madreans "over there,” and of 
their favorite pastime, target 
practice with captured Nazi am. 
munition. Leonard tells of life in 
Iceland, how it Is being modern¬ 
ized by the American Army. 
Doughboys up there don’t mind 
the snow and cold, he says: it is 
the fierce, biting wind. In his 
letter Lawrence Nault wrote: 

•‘ . . . I met Ellet Jackson back 
around the first of the year on 
the front ... I haven’t seen him 
since then, but I did locate his 
outfit a few weeks ago, but it is 
now out of the question my being 
able to see him . . . I have also 
seen my brother Gene twice since 
my stay In Italy ... My latest 
news from Ellet came to me from 
the good old hometown Sierra 
Madre News which I am lucky to 
get, also that he got a CJC 
gating which he really deserved. 
I know his outfit and the reason 
for it, as he and I talked it over 
, . . I sure want to thank you 
for the rabbit foot, and if you 
write again I sure would like to 
have another. The fellows here 
all liked it very much, so I told 
them I would try to get some 
more. We GI’s really go for 
things like that. I have mine on 
my old .standby, a Germsm P38 
pistol. It’s a very nice gun and 
really has fine power. I use it 
mainly for target practice in the 
evenings. Boy! what a pastime 
we have, shooting up Jerry ammo. 
We stack all sorts of German 


ammo in a pile and stand back 
at a safe distance and shoot it 
up. This has a two-way purpose. 
We are getting rid of dangerous 
material, and having target prac. 
tice also. We find quite a few 
German small arms, and also 
have seen lots of Jerry field 
pieces.” • 

"Life in Iceland is not ba^ at 
all,” 'I..eonard Nault wrote from 
the far north, where he has been 
stationed for many months. He 
continued: 

"Mo.st of us thought that we 
would find a land of igloos, dog 
teams, with all the trimmings. 
Instead it’s a pretty up-to-date 
country—that is, taking into con¬ 
sideration that it’s only been in 
the last couple of years that mod- 
ern facilities were introduced to 
these people. The largest city is 
the capital, which is Reykjavik, 
which isn’t as big as Monrovia, I 
believe. During these summer 
months we have days that are 
actually warm and believe me, 
we sure take advantage of the 
old sunshine when it does come 
out. The days right now are 
getting shorter quite rapidly, but 
a month or two ago the sun was 
out almost 24 hours a day. 

"The winters here are pretty 
rough, though, together with the 
continuous darkness, ice on the 
ground and winds that you 
couldn’t imagine would be so 
strong. As far as snow and sub¬ 
zero weather go we really don’t 


A checkup when the Fifth War 
Loan campaign ended Monday 
evening revealed that Sierra 
Madre had over.subscribed its 
quota of $160,000 by a trifle 
more than $41,000. Thus the 
city’s record of doing more for 
the war effort than was expected 
of it maintained since the war 
started, remains unbroken. 

Both divisions of the quota were 
oversubscribed. Individuals ab¬ 
sorbed $150,000 of the $$160,000 
quota. The corpsaration subscrip, 
tions totaled $51,000. Sierra 
Madre was one of the relatively 
few communities that topped its 
allotment for individual citizens. 

Bonds disposed of through the 
Sierra Madre postofffice account¬ 
ed for a little more than $11,000. 
Allocations from outside sources 
on account of Sierra Madreans 
employed elsewhere were about 
$15,000. All other sales were 
made through the Sierra Madre 
Savings Bank. 

Sales made during the last four 
days in July added more than 
$5000 to the total. The bond sale 
conducted by officers of the War 
Finance committee at the Roess 
Market Friday evening during the 
store’s celebration of its first an¬ 
niversary under the present man¬ 
agement, netted more than $2200. 
All the other sales were of $25 
bonds made Saturday and Mon¬ 
day.

PROTECT CHILDREN 

To the Editor. 

Sierra Madre News; 

As the mother of the latc.st ca.s- 
ualty of the flood-control ditch, 

I feel compelled to write you re- I 
garding some possibility of guard¬ 
ing our Sierra Madre children 
against any more such accidents. 
Your news item last week regard¬ 
ing Lie accident stated that 
Stephen was climbing a fence 
when he fell. There ij no fence 
whatever there. A fence, however, 
is just what Is needed. 

To my knowledge, several other 
children have accidentally fallen 
into this drain at different places, 
their ages being all the way from 
15 months to 12 years. The f’ct 
that none of them has succumbed 
to his injuries accounts for the 
fact that comparatively few peo¬ 
ple have known about each acci¬ 
dent. But let us not wait until 
one of them die.s from such a fall 
to protect the others! 

• Any mother or father of grow¬ 
ing children know's what a fasci¬ 
nation the ravine holds for them, 
not only when it Is full of rush¬ 
ing water, but when it is empty. 
If the sides were sloping and it 
were not so deep the danger 
would not be so great, but it is 
I at lea-st six to eight feet deep all 
I the way to the dam, the sides are 
straight up and down, and it 
runs In very close proximity to 
many dwellings. 

In appropriate places along the 
way there is a fence to guard 
cars against going too close to 
the edge. Why is there not a 
fence to guard children? Are in- 
vestigative children not ju.st as 
important to'us as our cars? 

The mothers of children down 
in town who come to the ranyon 
during the vacations must be as 
concerned with this danger as 
j the .summer and year-round resi- 
' dents who live near the flood con¬ 
trol. Many of our present sum- 
i mer residents or vacationers In 
;the canyon would ordinarily go to 
more Inaccessible places, but find 
this a happy solution of vaca¬ 
tions for the duration of the war. 
’Therefoqp, the canyon population 
Is as great as ever.

I T will be natural now to write of Australia, 
where our boys like the girls, and the Austra¬ 
lians think the world of our boys and of Gen. 
eral MacArthur. There will be room in one column 
to touch only on the history and on the Australian 
spirit. 

The settling of Australia was caused indirectly 
by the American war of Independence. Prior to 
that, British convicts had been sent to Virginia 
and the plantations of our South. When this was 
impossible the British authorities looked for some 
other place. The discoveries of Captain Cook 
ddlrect^ their attention to Australia. The first 
reports of its capabilities were not reassuring. 
Joseph Banks, the botanist on Cook’s ship, noticed 
the rich profusion of wild flowers, which led to 
the first settlement being called Botany Bay. 

At first it was thought that after the war the 
“loyalists" of America might like to move there, 
but they were mostly of the official class and 
unsuited to pioneering in a country where there 
seemed little to support life; and the idea was 
dropped. 

It was then decided to send there convicts who 
formerly were sent to Virginia. There was much 
cruelty in convict life, but it is claimed that settle¬ 
ment in a new country was meant for reform, 
and was better than suffering in mind and body 
in fearful Jails, often from typhus and other Jail 
fevers. Life in the open air with an opportunity 
for work and rehabilitation was considered a hu¬ 
mane measure in comparison. 

T he first party of convicts and guards, num¬ 
bering 1000, arrived in Australia in 1788—the 
year before our first President was inaugurated. 
After pausing at their original destination of Bot¬ 
any Bay, they discovered and occupied the shores 
of the adjacent harbor of Sydney, thought by 
Australians and many others to be the most beau, 
tlful in the world. The colony was called New 
South Wales. It was reinforced for a time by 
accessions of convicts and the military. In 1793 
free immigrants began to arrive. 

I ir should be remembered that very many of 
' the convicts were not in any real sense of the 
word criminals. They were political offenders 
from among Scotch crofters, English Chartists 
Irish agrarian offenders—types who in these days 
would receive sympathy and not punishment. And 
there were many who were not prisoners but 
exiles, who were free to work out their lives as 
they wished in a new country. And of the crim¬ 
inals, many would not be considered so today; 
some had broken a law now obsolete, like the 
workers who agreed to ask 25 cents more a day 
to eke out their bare living, and that was called 
“conspiracy;” and some poor men had taken a 
rabbit from the Squire’s land, maybe the land 
which had been the common, where the villagers’ 
geese used to feed and a rabbit could be caught. 
There was a verse which ran: 

“The law locks up the man or woman 
Who steals the goose from off the common. 

But leaves the greater villain loose 
Who steals the common from the goose.” 

The stupid savagery of the penal code of those 
days burnt into the souls of many, who sailed of 
their own accord, like our own Pilgrim Fathers, 
to start life afresh. 

r IE question of Australian inheritance from 
convict days has been answered by the ob¬ 
servation that a thriving population in a new 
country cleanses itself, like flowing water, from 
any impurities in its source .If there were crim¬ 
inal tendencies among some of the early settlers 
these have been eliminated until the Australian 
people, even the most happy-go-lucky, are said to 
be the most law-abiding on earth. Convict trans¬ 
portation ceased when the population was about 
half a million. No convicts were ever sent to 
Victoria, South Australia and New Zealand. The 
convicts were mostly men, and conditions pre¬ 
vented their settling down and man-ying.. They 
had few descendants, and made no more impres. 
Sion on the life stream of Australia than the 
earlier convicts did on that of Virginia. 

T he most interesting development seems to be 
that the idea of a colony of convicts suggest¬ 
ed the very opposite idea, that of a new 
state in the world where only the best elements 
of society should be admitted, and where character 
should be the chief concern. South Australia was 
settled on this principle, as was New Zealand. 
Dunedin was a settlement of Scotch Free Kirk 
people; Christchurch of Church of England peo¬ 
ple; after the gold rush whicli followed that of 
California, the younger sons of old English fami¬ 
lies took up the life of “pastoralists,” Irish emi¬ 
grants came in large numbers, and from England 
came many of the Chartists, people who got into 
trouble for trying to get a better deal for the 
miserable poor of the old land, and started wist, 
fully to a new country full of hope. 

The young poets would write like this in the 
early days: 

"The curse of class distinctions 
From our shoulders shall be hurled, 

And the sense of human kinship 
Revolutionize the world. 

Then we all will meet amidships 
On this stout old early craft. • 

We’ll be brothers fore and aft. 

Yes, and sisters fore and aft. 

When the people work together 
And tliere ain’t no fore and aft. 

A ustralians have said, “Millionaires are 
..•carcii here, but rei'lly poor folk, hungry 
folk, folk who must fight for bare subsist¬ 
ence, are not only scarce—they are unknown in 
the land.” It is the spirit of Australia to think 
of people’s needs. They dislike the idea of a race, 
for the race is for the strong; Australia's solici¬ 
tude is for the weak. The railroads take care of 
the farthest settler at a loss, the loss being made 
up from some other source. The man must be 
taken care of. There must be no forgotten men. 

T HEIRE has been a characteristic spirit or 
“naateshlp,” which was humorously illustrated. 
Where our rough Westerner offering refresh¬ 
ment is supposed to say: “Name your poison, 
stranger,” the,Australian would say: “Drink fair’ ' 
matey.” H. L. Mencken said somewhere that the I 
Australian legislators were “strangely honest.’’ 
They have wanted to end the usual evils that 
oppress, grind down, and blight humanity in the 
old world. They are still working at the experi¬ 
ment. And there is an idea among workers every, 
where that Australia is the country for the people 
a country that protects the worker. Wages must 
be “fair and reasonable” according to the hlghck 
court. If not, the business must fold up or be 
subsidized. And the court .said: “Unionism is a 
desirable aid in securing industrial peace." 

Arbitration is in the air. A .skit on the subject 
described the arbitrator of a dispute as eivine- 
Judgment thus: ®

In the ghastly, earth-shattering blast that oblit¬ 
erated Port Chicago Naval ammunition depot on 
Che night of July 17, taking hundreds of lives and 
ripping the little community apart, a home battle,

Ovilian Defense throughout 
area of the State. 

'The tremendous scope of the tragedy called into 
service every type of aid that Civilian Defense 
volunteers are trained and organized to provide. 

Swiftly mobilized and working side by side with 
Red Cross disaster units, the civilians manned 
ambulances, aided in removal of the injured, set 
up canteens, supplied blankets, food, clothing and 
emergency accommodations for the homeless. Blood 
plasma was brought to the stricken area; port¬ 
able electric plants were rigged to provide light 
for the rescue work, for all such facilities were 
smashed in the blast district. Doctors, nurses and 
medical supplies were rushed to Port Chicago; 
debris and wreckage were moved by volunteers. 

Under conditions of cold and darkness, the com¬ 
plicated job of bringing workable order to the 
tsagic scene was accomplished by the coordinated 
effort of the military, the Red Cross, local volun¬ 
teers and organized Civilian Defense. 

In this greatest home disaster of the war. Civil. 
Ian Defense—which some among us felt had out¬ 
lived Its probable usefulness months ago—has met 
its trial by fire, and in its conduct has proved 
not only its need in wartime, but its own ability 
to fulfill that need.
